FAA SHUTS DOWN 
AN ASURANEE 


WASHINGTON. May 28 (AP) 
~—The Federal Housing Admin- 
istration shut down its home 
loan insurance business yester- 
day because it had run out of 
authority to insure housing 
loans. 

At about the same time FHA 
Commissioner Norman Mason 
announced this, Senator Homer 


E. Capehart (Rep.), Indiana, 
told the Senate that unless 
Congress votes more authority 
quickly the home building in- 
dustry faces a 30-day shut- 
down. 

“Somebody is saving poli- 
tics in this,” Capehart shouted 
on the Senate floor. He said 
he and Senator John Spark- 
man (Dem.), Alabama, had 
tried unsuccessfully last week 
and this week to get a Senate 
vote on a four billion dollar 
increase for FHA. 


Capehart directed his re- 
marks at Democratie Leader 
Lyndon B. Johnson of Texas. 
Johnson and the Democratic 
Policy Committee control legis- 
lation coming before the Sen- 
ate. 

Up Soon, Johnson Says. 

Johnson replied that the 
FHA increase would be con- 
sidered along with a general 
housing bill which will reach 
the Senate shortly. 

Capehart pointed out that 
the Senate Banking Committee 
had unanimously approved the 
four billions of additional FHA 
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insurance May 19 as separate 
legislation. 

If this is tied up to omnibus 
housing legislation, Capehart 
said it may be delayed for 30 
days or longer. 

Capehart said the omnibus 
housing bill contains more than 
80 pages and many controver- 
sial features. 

Mason said he wired the 
agency's 75 field offices to dis- 
continue making commitments 
to insure mortgages.

In the elections held Sunday 
and Monday, the Christian 
Democrats won 42.4 per cent 
up 2.5 per 
cent from the 1953 general | 
elections. They won 122 seats 
in the Senate, one less than a 
majority, but an increase of 
12 over 1953. They won 273 | 
seats in the Chamber of Dep- | 
uties, up 12 from 1953 but 26 | 
short of a majority 

The Communists and extreme 
leftists won 36.4 per cent of the 
popular vote, up 1.2 per cent 
from 1953. Both sides gained 
at the expense of the extreme 
right. 

The Christian Democrats 
and other moderate center par- 
ties, were expected to have no 
trouble controlling Parliament 
but establishing a government 
was another matter 


The center coalition which 
previously was in power fell 
apart last spring By tacit 


agreement the Christian Demo- 
crats ruled without a. majority 
until the elections. 

The moderate Social Demo- 
crats, with 23 seats in the new 
Chamber of Deputies, appeared 
unenthusiastic about a renewal 
of the coalition. 

Other moderate parties won 
28 seats in the Chamber.

WASHINGTON, May 28—A 
House Judiciary subcommittee 
will hold hearings beginning 
June 11 on “alleged miscon- 
duct in office” by United States 
, Attorney Robert S. Tieken of 
Chicago, Chairman Emanuel 
Celler (Dem.), New York, an- 
nounced today. 


Celler said the subcommittee 
had “received information al- 
_leging a conflict of interest on 
the part of Mr. Tieken and 
‘alleging an abuse by him of 
the powers of his office.” A 
preliminary inquiry has been 
made by the staff of the anti- 
trust subcommittee. 

The Post-Dispatch disclosed 
last March that Tieken’s ac- 
tions were under investigation 
by the House group in connec- 
tion with a $34,500 settlement 
he received for the sale of 11 
acres of land to the Illinois 
Toll Highway Commisston. 

In a statement announcing 
the hearings, Cellar said the 
subcommittee submitted a re- 
port on its investigation to At- 
torney General William P. Rog- 
ers on April 21. “No action 
was taken by the Attorney 
General,” the chairman added. 

Questioned Secretly. 

Celler, who also heads the 
full House Judiciary Commit- 
tee said the subcommittee 
questioned Tieken secretly on 
March 20. 

Celler said the subcommittee 
has received charges that Tie- 
ken “caused federal grand jury 
subpenas to be served against 
four state officials connected 
with Illinois road building at a 
time when he (Tieken) and his 
attorney were seeking to obtain 
a favorable settlement in land 
condemnation suits brought 
against Mr. Tieken personally

Heart Ills, Cancer, Russian Says 


By a Staff Correspondent 
of the Post-Dispatch. 
MINNEAPOLIS, May 28~— 
Russia _ the United States 
ought to join forces in the 
medical fight against heart dis- 
ease and cancer, which are the 
leading causes of death in both 
nations, the Soviet deputy min- 
ister of public health said in 
an interview today. 

Dr. Victor Zhdanov, chief 
Russian delegate to the world 
health assemply here, said the 
exchange of medical and scien- 
tific information between the 

Soviet Union and the United 
Btoten Was now increasing rap- 
idly, with excellent results. 

Both countries, Dr. Zhdanov 
observed, have succeeded in 
cutting down the death rate 
from communicable diseases 
such as malaria, typhoid fever 
and tuberculosis, and both now 
are Warring against cancer ail- 
ments of the heart and blood 
vessels. 

“I'd. like to express our 
thanks to your doctors who 
helped with the Salk vaccine 
against poliomyelitis,” he said. 
“We have real friends in this 
country.” 

Exchange of Doctors. 


Dr. Zhdanov referred to the 
exchange of medical delega- 
tions between the United 
States and Russia in the last 


two years, and: to American | 
help in the Russian program 
for vaccinating children against 
polio, He said approximately 
3,000,000 Russian children had 
received the vaccine. 

Russia returned to the 
World Health Organization last 
year after an absence of sev- 
eral years. 

Medical and economic prog- 
ress in Russia during the last 


four decades, Dr. Zhdanov said | 
the United States for the WHO 


have brought tremendous ad- 
vances in life expectancy. He 
said the general death rate had 
been cut from 30.2 a thousand 
to 7.5 a thousand. 

He said in 1913 some 273 
children of each thousand that 
were born could be expected to 
die before reaching one year 
of age. In 1957, he said, the 
comparable rate had dropped 
to 45 a thousand. 

“We are not satisfied, and 
hope to decrease the figure 
even more,” he said, remark- 
ing “the best is an enemy of 

ood.” 

While the Soviet 
delighted to learn about Amer- 
ican medico-scientific experi- 
ence and techniques, Dr. Zhda- 
nov emphasized, Russia also is 
anxious to pass along to the 
United States some of the

Wait, See and Drift 

President Eisenhower's decision against a 
tax cut, concurred in by the Democratic lead- 
ership of House and Senate, is in effect a de- 
cision to forego 20 to 40 billion dollars of pro- 
duction in the next year. 

Our national economy in the first quarter 
of this year operated at a gross nationafprod- 
uct rate of 422 billions as compared with 440 
billions last summer. If it were operating at 
a rate which the Rockefeller fund report 
found desirable to reflect sound economic 
growth, the national output would be 460 bil- 
lions. 

The President has decided not to strike for 
these bold objectives. He has decided to let 
the recession burn itself out. He has decided 
against strong action to put the 5,100,000 un- 
employed back to work. He has decided in 
favor of continued economic drift, in the 
hope that the often-postponed upturn will 
be just around the corner. 

We think the President’s decision is the 
wrong one, although it must be freely admit- 
ted that expert opinion of economists is di- 
vided. The Administration can summon com- 
petent economic counsel to its support just as 
other able experts take the opposite view. 

The Administration is gambling that, with- 
out strong action on its part, the economy 
will jog along at about the present levels 
until late fall and winter, when a “natural” 
recovery will set in. Even if this gamble 
turns out to be right, it is one which, in our 
opinion, ought not to be made. For it sacri- 
fices some 20 to 40 billions of national out- 
put which, at a time of imposing world chal- 
lenge, ought not to be sacrificed. It accepts 
complacency and sanguine inactivity as an 
appropriate national attitude in an age that 
calls for vigorous and dynamic assertion of 
leadership. 

Thus we oppose the gamble even if it wins. 
But the greater reason for opposing it is the 
very strong chance that the economy will not 
simply stagnate, but will fall prey to cumu- 
lative depressing effects that carry it down 
to yet lower levels. 

As the Senate’s ablest economist, Senator 
Paul H. Douglas of Illinois, warned last week, 
this recession is the deepest of the three that 
have occurred since the end of World War II. 
Unlike the two others, which were primarily 
inventory adjustments, this one has some ear- 
marks of a “classical capital-goods recession.” 

Business expenditures for plant and equip- 
ment have fallen by 13 per cent—19 per cent 
in manufacturing industries — and current 
forecasts do not indicate much improvement, 
The Newsweek Survey shows that manufac- 
turers’ capital appropriations—which set the 
stage for actual spending in future months— 
during the first quarter of 1958 fell 43 per 
cent from last year’s level. This was the 
seventh straight decline and the biggest yet. 

As Senator Douglas said, in advocating a 
six-billion-dollar tax cut, declines in capital 
outlay of this magnitude are serious, and pre- 
sent the danger of a snowballing effect which 
could make the recession much harder to 
stop six months from now. 

The Eisenhower Administration has decid- 
ed against action, partly because it is tem- 
peramentally biased in that direction and 
partly because it fears another round of in- 
flation if taxes are cut. We agree that infla- 
tion remains a long-term menace which must 
be forcefully dealt with by vigorous public ac- 
tion. But right now the problem is an under- 
employed economy and an under-employed 
population. This is the problem that should 
be vigorously dealt with first, 


Another Good Will Tour 


The President's brother, Dr. Milton S. 
Eisenhower, president of Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity, is scheduled to make a good will tour 
in Central America, beginning June 15. 
Should he go ahead with these plans in view 
of the violence which Vice President Nixon 
met on his South American good will tour? 

The decision is one for President Eisen- 
hower and his brother, in consultation with 
the Department of State, to make. Here is a 
basic consideration: The six countries that 
have extended the invitations doubtless will 
be offended if the plans are withdrawn, since 
such a decision would reflect on their ability 
to keep law and order. Moreover Communists 
would exploit a withdrawal as a score against 
the United States. 


Probably the best course would be to go 
ahead with present plans; check very care- 
fully in advance the reports from each of the 
countries to be visited; avoid going deliber- 
ately into trouble if it is known to exist; and 
especially keep away from vyolatile young 
demonstrators. 

Surely the State Department and the Secret 
Service have learned lessons from. the South 
American experience which they can apply 
with profit. Meanwhile the value of future 
tours by V.1.P.is needs to be seriously re- 
viewed. Mr. Nixon's experience indicates 
that improvement of our Latin American rela- 
tions requires much more than such exercises 
in public relations, 


Atomic Impasse at M. U, 


It seems a shame that the University of 
Missouri is in danger of losing the chance to 
build a nuclear reactor for training purposes 
because of an Atomic Energy Commission rule 
which it cannot constitutionally meet. 

The commission requires that the school, 
eligible for a $186,000 grant, assume full lia- 
bility for accidents. The Misseuri Constitu- 
tion makes the state university immune from 
paying damages arising out of civil suits other 
than breach of contract. 

Many other state colleges and universities 
are inhibited by the same commission rule, 
according to Representative Thomas B. Curtis. 
As the curators of the University of Missouri 
point out, the nation will thus lose the serv- 
ices of a great many potential nuclear techni- 
cians unless a solution to the impasse can be 
found. 3

A Good Bill for Air Safety 


Senator Monroney of Oklahoma has intro- 
duced a bill to provide greater safety on the 
nation’s airways which we think should be 
adopted. The bill, sponsored in the House by 
Representative Harris of Arkansas, would cre- 
ate an independent Federal Aviation Agency 
with an administrator responsible to the Pres- 
ident and to Congress and empowered to. 
regulate the use of all air space. | 

e two recent mid-air collisions of mili- 
tary jets and airliners and the long record 
of such peril argue that a reform in admin- 
istration of the airways is necessary. The 
President's five-point emergency program, 
announced last week, is simply an interim 
measure and must be supplemented if all 
users of the airways are to have the security 
they need. 

The Civil .Aeronauties Administration, a 
stepchild of the Department of Commerce, 


and the Civil Aeronautics Board, an independ- - 


ent agency of limited scope and power in mat- 
ters pertaining to air safety, have not been 
able to clear the perils from the skies. For 
this inadequate appropriations by Congress 
and penny-pinching by the Department of 
Commerce must share the blame. 

Why did the United States, wealthiest of all 
nations, allow its airways to fall so far behind 
the aviation industry? The Aviation Facilities 
Study Group, headed by William Barclay 
Harding, which spent months studying the 
problem, answered this question in January, 
1956. As Mr. Harding summed it up: When 
any agreement was reached by civil and mili- 
tary agencies and private groups on what was 
best to do, the budgetary support and the 
executive decision to put it into effect were 
frequently lacking. 

Another report, made in April, 1957, by the 
President's first special assistant for aviation 
facilities planning, Edward P. Curtis, declared 
that there had been “‘no one agency with spe- 
cific authority and capability.” He recom- 
mended setting up a single agency with fixed 
responsibility and a single administrator, 
well-grounded in aviation. 

Senator Monroney’s bill provides what the 
Curtis report called for. It also is fair to the 
military which requires great consideration 
in air matters so that the national safety may 
not be impinged upon. The bill provides for 
appointment by the Secretary of Defense of 
a special military adviser to the administra- 
tor. He would give counsel on special prob- 
lems of military aviation. 

That seems to be exactly what is needed. 
Establishment of an over-all co-ordinated 
agency, removed from politics and with direct 
responsibility and full freedom to act deci- 
sively and promptly, would be a major step 
in making up for lost time on the airways. 


Vague Verbiage on Rail Rates 


The railroad relief program adopted by the 
Senate Commerce Committee is sound, we 
believe, in those provisions calling for loan 
guarantees, tax-free reserves for capital 
equipment, and repeal of the Korean war 
excise taxes. Unfortunately, there does not 
seem to be too bright a prospect for the ex- 
cise repeal, since President Eisenhower came 
out on the same day for re-enactment of all 
the excise taxes, 

In its recommended formula on rate-mak- 
ing the committee has come forth with a 'tor- 
tured mixture of verbiage which is so murky 
that only through its administrative defini- 
tion, if then, could anyone tell what it might 
mean, “Rates by a carrier,” the formula goes, 
“shall not be held up to a particular level to 
protect the traffic of any other mode of trans- 
portation, giving due consideration to the ob- 
jectives of the national transportation policy 
declared in this act.” 

This might be interpreted either to prevent 
or to permit cut-throat competition, depend- 
ing on how much “consideration” was deemed 
“gue” to the public interest in the national 
transportation system. If any new policy is 
adopted, at least it should be one as to whose 
meaning all sides can be perfectly clear. 


‘Biggest in Town for a Nickel’ 

Quite a bit of skepticism was aroused when 
a New York dispatch announced that 5-cent 
beer was back on Third Avenue. That seemed 
too much to expect even on a street of odd 
marvels. But by and by came a further report 
saying that the tavernkeeper was doing fine 
with his 5-cent libation. He paid $13 a barrel 
for beer and took in $14 at the nickel price, 
and his bar was lined three deep from the 
day's beginning to the day’s end. 

Cost accountants probably have warned 
him by now that he is on the happy road to 
bankruptcy. Undoubtedly they have reminded 
him of rent, wages, taxes, license fees, insur- 
ance and all the other expenses which come 
under overhead. Maybe the renaissance of 
S-cent beer in New York already is just his- 
tory. But what happy memories it evokes of 
the days when that price was standard and 
competition took the form of offering “the 
biggest in town for a nickel.” 

Those, of course, were the days before the 
noble experiment when taverns still were 
saloons. Then the floor under the brightly 
polished brass rail was strewn with fresh saw- 
dust. A shot of the house brand could be 
had for a dime, and the best could be had for 
a quarter or less. Good cigars, naturally, went 
for 5 cents. 

The lunch was free. And what lunch: slices 
of roast beef, ham, imported Swiss cheese, 
herring, cold cuts and what not—all laid 


out with mustard, horseradish, ketchup and . 


bread, light and dark, for the customer to 
help himself while the bartender was busy 
filling half-a-dozen or so beer cans—‘‘growl- 
ers” they were—for the boy who rushed them 
on a notched pole to the workmen who were 
building a house across the street, or to those 
who were eating kitchen-prepared lunch in a 
nearby factory.

What all this and other crashes 
grimly suggests—whatever the inves- 
tigations may yield—is that we need 
far better policing of our air lanes, 
military and commercial, quite as 
much as the promised future advan- 
tages of such aids to visibility as 
gaudy paint and new design and the 
possible perfection of foolproof all- 
weather radar! 

The better policing can come now, 
and without any new act of Congress.

Ill and suffer- 
ing intense pain, he shot him- 
self at Grant's Farm, 

The elder Busch's will di- 
rected that practically all of 
the estate be left to his widow.

Mrs. Busch was born in St.

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_ Life in Suburbia 


| This is the last of a series reporting on the tensions 
jar to suburban living—what causes them and 
they can be handled to prevent trouble within 
a family. 


By Patricia McCormack 


JANET M., a suburban housewife, thought she had a 
sure cure for her suburban tensions: A martini. 

Recipe? Gin and vermouth to taste and a tranquilizer 
pill in place of the olive, 


But even that stopped 
working after a while, 
so Janet got inventive. 

She was dizzy from a 
merry-go-round of meet- 
ings, taxiing, entertain- 
ing, shopping, souse- 
keeping and child-rear- 
ing. The telephone kept 
her hopping so much 
that she didn’t have time 
for a much-needed after- 
noon nap. 

Janet gained a few 
hours peace by having a 
device attached to her 
telephone that automat- 
ically cut in a recorded 
message when the phone 
rang asking the cailer to 
phone back later. But 
that wasn’t enough. 680 
she rigged a gadget that 
would enable her to talk 
en the phone while she puttered about the kitchen or did 
laundry. 


Janet's solution for her problem took a touch 
of genius, but that’s what it sometimes takes to 
overcome suburban tensions. The patience of 
Job and four hands help, too. Janet M.'s family 
is less tense now. She doesn’t scream at the chil- 
dren over every little thing. And her husband 
gets smiles with his supper now. 


LEONARD W. MAYO, a New York member of the exee- 
utive committee of the International Conference for Social 
Work, puts the suburban situation this way: 

“We are now discovering that suburban living does 
not automatically free us of all the troublesome problems 
we sought to escape when we left the city. The way of iife 
we want for our children must be won by dint of hard 
work, the making of difficult choices, derrocratie planning, 
the expenditure of substantial publie and private funds— 
and constant vigilance.” 

He warns that if Suburbia is to be a better place for 
ehildren than many city neighborhoods, some hard choices 
must be made within the family: 

: Father must learn whether he is to spend the entire 
. weekend in pursuit of his own personal interests, or divide 
it, giving some time to the family. 

Mother must decide whether she will devote some of 
er few free hours to Junior and Janie when they need 

- and want her. 

~ p» The children, even the young ones, must decide whether 
they are willing to help with the work in and outside the 
house in order to free their parents for more time to be 
spent with the family. 

Both parents must learn to control their schedules to 
avoid being pushed around by business and community 
@bligations, or by a constant round of social engagements 
to which they have given no thought in terms of priorities. 

Suburbia, in the words of Clark W. Blackburn, director 
of the Family Service Association of America, needs a few 
rebels. That is—families willing to stop worrying about 
conforming, families willing to develop a pattern of life 
forged by independent thinking, rather than a way of life 
that measures up to “the Joneses.” 

Mayo suggests that fathers and mothers learn to give 
their best hours to their children, adding: 

“One hour of the father's time each week when he Is 
relaxed is worth more than 10 hours when he is tense or 
indifferent.” 


Despite the problems, sociologists are agreed 
that Suburbia some day will produce a quality of 
home life which surpasses anything yet known in 
America. Behind this prediction are the many 
forces capable ef welding Suburbia into a “better” 
way of life for children. Better, that is, than in 
the city. Suburbia, too, provides the climate for 
“grass roots” participation in government, giving 
the adults in the community an opportunity to 
organize and bring pressure to bear on those offi- 
cialis who may be guilty of ignoring basis needs 
in the community. 


> THE TENSIONS INVOLVED in making Suburbia a bet- 
ter place in which to live, ironically, are a sign that all is 
well in Suburbia. 


Dr. George 8. Stevenson, of the National Association 
for Mental Health, says: 

“Anxiety and tension are essential functions of living, 
just as hunger and thirst are. Without the experience of 
anxiety, we would not be prepared to aveid or overcome 
situations harmful to ourselves and our families.” 

However, if the tensions strike frequently and don’t 
wear off as quickly as they used to your family might 
need emotional first aid. Your local family service agency, 
mental health unit, or family doctor should be able te 
help you get it. 

Dr. Reuben Hill, professor of sociology at the Univer- 
sity of Minnesota, says families, like combat teams, have a 
morale and esprit de corps to maintain—if they are te 
function properly.

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Dr. Frits Went, One of World's Top Botanists, Followed in His Father's Footsteps

HOLLAND HAS GIVEN far 
more to the world of botany 
than tulips. Its contribution of 
most interest to St. Louisans 
at the present time is Dr. Frits 
Warmholt Went, new director 
of Shaw's Garden, who is con- 
sidered by his predecessor, Dr. 
Edgar Anderson, to be “one of 
the first half-dozen great bot- 
anists in the world.” 


Although Went and his wife 
will not move here from his 


_ present post in California until 


September, he was in town last 
week getting acclimated. 


“And I expect to feel quite 
at home here,” he says with 
a smile. “After all, I was born 
in a botanical garden.” 


This is not quite literally 
true but Dr. Went, a big, rug- 
ged white-haired man who 
looks more football coach than 
flower fancier, did spend much 
of his childhood at the Utrecht 
Botanical Garden, where his 
father was director, in the uni- 
versity town of Utrecht, Hol- 
land. 

“Il can still remember how 
the beauty of the flowers im- 
pressed me,” he said. “The 
rhododendrons, the lilies of the 
valley, and, in the greenhouses, 
orchids.” 

His father was reluctant to 
urge the children to follow 
his line of work but in spite of 
this reluctance, two of them 
did. Dr. Went’s sister, Johan- 
na, has done a great deal of 
work on the Dutch elm disease 
(“which doesn’t come from 
Holland but was investigated 
there first”) and on developing 
disease-resistant elms. An- 
other sister is a housewife, one 
brother a professor of atomic 
energy in Holland, the other a 
lecturer in biochemistry in 
Jamaica, Dr. Went'’s mother, 
now a widow, celebrated her 
eightieth birthday last year 
with her family and botanists 
from all over Holland to help 
her. 

“Although my father was 
afraid to push me into his 
work, I had a marvelous high 
school teacher, a man named 
Stakman, who had no such 
qualms,” Went recalled. “He 
got me interested in going on 
trips around the country, col- 
lecting plants and fishing for 
insects in the water. I had a 
friend in the same class and we 
each made a herbareum of 
dried plants. Every Saturday 
we would count the number of 
plants we had and when he had 
a few plants ahead of me. | 
had to work hard to catch up.” 

After his graduation from 
Utrecht University, Went 
worked as assistant in the bo- 
tanical garden there while get- 
ting his master’s and doctor’s 
degrees and did research on 
plant hormones. In 1928, he 
and his wife went to Java, 
where he was plant physiol- 
ogist at the Royal Botanical 
Garden in Buitenzorg. 

“In spite of the 270 rainy 
days a year, it was a delightful 
place to live,” ‘he related. 
“Beautiful surroundings and 
an easy life with five servants. 
Although I still think I like it 
better here where you do more 
for yourself and are leading 
more your own life.” (Whether 
or not Mrs. Went agrees, he 
did not say.) 

In Java he studied orchids 
in their native surroundings, 
in the jungle where they grow 
as epiphytes, using the 
branches of trees for support. 


Secrets of Charm

In 1933, a friend; Dr. Herman 
Dolk, who was working at the 
California Institute of Tech- 
nology, was killed in an auto- 
mobile accident, and Went 
was asked to replace him. Here 
again he worked on plant hor- 
mones until a whole new ave- 
nue of research opened up to 
him. 

“That happened on the day 
Dr. Henry Eversull came into 
the office and said, ‘We want 
to have an_ air-conditioned 
greenhouse,” Went related. 
“We built some and it turned 
out that with such air-condi- 
tioned greenhouses you can 
find out a remarkable amount 
of what climate means to 
plants. You can have continu- 
ous spring, or summer or win- 
ter. You find out why a plant 
likes to grow during summer, 
whether it is the light or the 
hot days or the warm nights.” 

The found, for instance, that 
tomato plants fruit well during 
warm days but not during 
warm nights. Nights of 65- 
degree temperature are prefer- 
able for fruit setting, and if 
high night temperatures con- 
tinue, tomato plants will grow 
luxuriantly but will not have 
as much fruit. 

“In the laboratory, we re- 
cently completed research work 
for the Campbell Soup Co., de- 
veloping a tomato which will 
set in hot night temperatures 
so things look bright for to- 
mato production in hot weath- 
er,” he said. 


Other experiments were con- 
ducted on corn, which toler- 
ates hot nights but doesn’t re- 
ally like them; English daisies, 
which like it cool; petunias, 


which like it warm, and African 
violets, which prefer warm 
nights. This is why petunias 
make such good house plants, 
provided you don’t turn your 
thermostat down at night. 

“After we had the first air- 
conditioned greenhouses we 
built a whole range of them, 
so we could study the various 
climatic and light factors sep- 
arately. In this way we were 
able to find out if it’s the rain 
in June or wind in July or the 
heat in August or cool nights 
in September that make a good 
sugar beet crop, or what makes 
a strawberry taste good. There 
are all sorts of things which 
can be investigated under con- 
trolled conditions.” 

Author of a book on his find- 
ings with the air-conditioned 
greenhouse or phytotron, Dr. 
Went has an honorary doctor's 
degree from the University of 
Paris, is a member of the Na- 
tional Academy of Science, 
founder and for several years 
trustee of the Los Angeles 
State and County Arboretum 
in Arcadia, and winner of the 
Clean Air reward in Los An- 
geles for his work on the ef- 
fects of smog on plants. 

He is enthusiastic in his 
praise of what St. Louis did for 
its smoky conditions, recalling 
that in 1935 he visited here and 
“only knew I was in St. Louis 
because the map said so; it was 
dark as night.” 


He is looking forward to the |
